SENSATIONAL EXPERIMENT Il WHISKEY TREE PLANTED AT YE BOTTLE SHOPPE! 


Greatest Excitement Since The California Gold Rush 
Whiskey Orchards Seen As Development Of The Future 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 22 — A daring and sensational experiment was launched 
in Porterville yesterday when Ralph Vopat and Curtis Hardaway commissioned the em- 
inent nurseryman and scientist, John Daybell, to grow a whiskey tree at their empor- 
ium of booze, commonly referred to as Ye Bottle Shoppe. 

The planting, depicted at left, was made before an excited, cheering throng. 
(Not shown in photo) Already Vopat and Hardaway have 17,000 volunteers to harvest 
the first crop, and farmers are storming the Daybell office in wild, milling mobs to 
purchase stock for commercial cultivation of whiskey orchards. 

“Actually, we had no idea that there would be such excitement,” said Vopat 
and Hardaway. “All we really wanted to do was cooperate in the Brighten Up Por- 
terville Campaign — and what would brighten things up better than a full-bearing 
whiskey tree?” 

Without answering their own question, Vopat and Hardaway stated that they 
want it definitely understood that until the whiskey tree comes into production, those . 
fools who drink booze will have to get it in the same old way — walk into Ye Bottle 
Shoppe, point at something, and lay a certain amount of coin of the realm along side 
the cash register. 

And, it should be noted here, Ye Bottle Shoppe is being enlarged. After all, 
more space will be needed to store the crop from the whiskey tree.

Thermometers 
To Be Tested For 

J 
Citrus Growers 

VISALIA, Oct. 22 —- Thermome- 
ter testing dates have been an- 
nounced by Mr. Thomas R. Cros- 
san, Fruit-Frost meteorologist for 
the Tulare County citrus district, 
says Sheldon N. Jackson, County 


Director of Agricultural Extension. 


This service for the citrus grow- 
ers of the county is provided as 
the winter season begins. 

Growers should take their ther- 
mometers to their packing houses 
before October 27. The packing 
houses will deliver the thermome- 
ters to the collection points, the 
Lindsay chamber of commerce, 
the Central California Citrus ex- 
change, the Tulare County Fruit 
exchange, and the Mid-California 
Citrus exchange on October 30. 
Tags for the test may be obtained 
at the collections depots, and 
should be fastened securely on 
the end opposite the bulb by 
string. 

The owner’s name and packing 
house should be indicated in pencil 
on the back of the tag. All ther- 
mometers are handled and tested 
at the owner’s risk of loss or dam- 
age. Frost alarms or thermo- 
graphs cannot be tested at this 
time. 

The nightly frost warnings for 
Tulare county will again be pro- 
vided by the Fruit-Frost service 
of the U.S. department of com- 
merce, weather bureau, The warn- 
ings are expected to begin about 
November 15.
